Election Coming Up May 16 


County School Superintendent Discusses Need for $2,250,000: High School Bond Issue 


(Following is the first of a series 
of articles dealing with need for 
the Sequoia High School District’s 
proposed $2,250,000 pond issue and 
continuation of this ditstrict’s $1 
tax rate, both of which will be 
subjects of balloting May 16.) 


“Tf anything, the Sequoia High 
School District board of trustees is 
erring on the side of conservatism 


in estimating there will be about! 


9000 students to house in the district 
by 1960,” San’ "Mateo County School 
Superintendent James R. Tormey 
said last week. 

The district’s trustees, he added, 
would be “derelict in their-duty” if 
they did not call their constituents’ 
attention to the need for more facil- 
ities now. 

Tormey made his remarks last 
week, at a meeting called by the 
‘trustees for explanation of the need 
for the district's proposed. $2,250,000 
bond issue and continuance of its 
$1 per $100 assessed valuation tax 
rate for the next five years. The 
measures are to be the subject of 
aliuting May 16. 


CONSOLATION 

“If it’s anything in the way of 
consolation,” Tormey told ‘his list- 
eners, “the Sequoia district is not 
the'snly part of the county affect- 
ed hy a rapidly growing population. 
All other ‘high school districts are 
similarly affected. 

“Conditions are going to get worse 
much faster, as the result of the 
large number of younger children 


‘now growing to high school age.” 


Tormey’s talk was largely confin- 


- ed to general figures, which revealed 
» the educational housing situation in 


‘tthe county as a whole. 

The district proposes to use 
funds derived from the bond issue 
for three things: completion of 
Menlo-Atherton and the San Car- 
los-Belmont high schools so they 
will be able to accommodate 1500 
students ‘¢ach; refarbishing of Se- 
quoia, high ‘school, so it can com- 
fortably accommodate 2000 stud- 
ents and purchase of a fourth high 
school site in the Woodside area. 

Money derived from the tax rate 


is to be used to finance district op- 
erations, 

The county officer described some 
of the factors which have made the 
situation more acute now than ever 
before: 

“Why the growth in school popu- 
lation? 

“This is the second time in the 
history of the state that there has 
been an unbalanced growth of the 
population of the state. 


‘GOLD RUSH’ DAYS 

“The first'Such period was that of 
the ‘gold rush’ days of 1849, when 
the number of people in the state 
grew with tremendous rapidity. Most 
of the tmmigrants were men. 

“The post-gold-rush period was 
followed by a Jong period of even, 
balanced population growth, which 
was upset in 1940,” Tormey said. 

“In the 10 years from 1940 to 1950, 
the population of the state increased 
by 4,000,000 persons—and it wasn’t 
a balanced growth; 40 per cent of 
those who entered the state during 
that period were of ages from 15 to 
40—and nature has arranged that 
these are the ‘child-bearing’ years.” 

Tormey continued with an analy- 
sis of the effects of several “jumps 
in the birth rate of the nation’as a 
whole: 

“During the depression years, 
the birth rate of the nation as-a 
whole was relatively low and lev- 
el, but with World War I, it jump- 
ed enormously. 

“A second ‘wave’ was formed with 
a second jump in the birth rate, 
which closely followed the close of 
that war. : 

“The elementary schools: of the 
county are already beginning to feel 
the effects of the second wave. In 
some areas, there are twice as many 


are in first grades. 
THIRD WAVE 


“There was a third ‘wave’ of births 
at the outbreak of the Korean war. 

“And the problem doesn’t end 
there, either, because there are 
more young adults moving into the 
state and the county all the time. 
And even without these, the high 
school “population in 1861 would be 
three times its present size. 


children’ in kindergartens as there} 


“We can fellow the ‘waves’ through 
the schools: Youngsters ‘born in tHe 
early ’40s- will begin entering high 
school abeut 1954. In order, the post- 
war children and Korean war child- 
ren will become of high school age. 


The ‘Sunday punch’ will come af- 
ter 1962. when children born after 
World War II hit the high schools, 
and the children ‘of children born 
in the early 1940’s enter elementary 
school. 

“We will‘have an estimated 112,- 
000 ‘childten’ of school age in the 
county in 1960. There are more 
than 20,000 children in the kinder- 
garten - through - third-grade age 
group now; at the present time 
there are only 8000 students in the 
county’s high schools.” 


Tormey also pointed out that the 
purchasing power cf the dollar is 
decreasing. 


“Tf these waves of children enter 
high schools before the high schools 
are prepared to take them, it may 
mean the same things it meant when 
they entered elementary 
double sessions. 


schools: 


“In the case of younger children, 
this has meant that mothers have 
had the youngsters underfoot for 
half a day; in the case of teen-agers 
it means one thing: a higher juven- 
ile delinsuency rate. 


“That is why we think the Sequoia 
High School District’s present bond 
issue measure is a good one.” 


A “question and answer” pericd | 
followed the meeting. Some of the 
questions and answers were: | 

Q. Do other high school districts | 
in the county have the same tax 
rate problem? 


A. Yes. Other high school districts 
in the county, with a tax rate of 
more than $1 per $100 assessed val- | 
uation, have to return to the voters | 
for more funds—usually every five | 
years, but sometimes after longer or 
shorter periods. 

Q. Why five years? A 

A. On the one hand, increases in 
tax rates are unpopular. On the o*h- 
er, if we were to ask for an extens- 
ion of a longer period, it might lead 
to “plank check” charges. 


‘Q. If the current tax rate maxi- 
mum is retained for the next five 
years, can it be raised again with- 
in‘that period? 

A. Yes, it may have to be set again 
within that period, at a higher rate. 
One must: remember that the 175 
cents per $100 assessed valuation 
maximum tax rate was set by the 
state, for high school districts, dur- 
ing the depth of the depression. For 
the same services given then, other 
things being equal, we would have to 
ask about $1.50 per $100 assessed 
valuation tcday. 


Q. Hash’t teacher efficiency 
gone up, cbmpensating for this? 


A. Teacher efficiency has gone up, 
but not enough to counteract ef- 
fects of devaluation of the dollar. 
In the Sequoia high school district, 
teaching efficiency has increased 25 
per cent, but the number of students 
has increased 60 per cent in the 
1945-1950 pericd; this means a 30 
per cent increase in the operating 
budget.
